1 spent a recent week-end in 
Amsterdam, playing in a team of 
eight for the British Bridge League 
whom we defeated by 3,960 points 
in 144 hands. 

We started well on the first day, 
but Jost all our ativantage on the 


second day, “in which there was 
only one session. It was not till 


the third day that we forged ahead, 
to win by a fairly decisive margin. 
We made far too many mistakes the 
but finally settled 
down to play nearly faultless 
bridge on the last day. ~ 

We were overwhelmed by kind- 
nesses on the part of ~our hosts, 
whose hospitality and warmth of 
welcome was only equalled bythe 
sporting manner in which they 
played and lost. Their defeat 


must have been a severe blow to 
them, because six months ago they 
Beat Crockford’s by 6,000 points, 
although that. club were at full 
strength, and are rightly consider- 
ed to be the finest exponents in 
England of the American methods 
of playing the game, 
Chosen On Performance. 
The B. B. L. selected their play- 
ers on their performances in pu- 
blic. Of the Portland Cup win- 
ners Mr. Morris and Mr.-Tabbush 
were unable to accept, so the team 
consisted of Mr. Lederer and his 
three associates who won the 
B, B. L. Gold Cup, Mr. Frank Eng- 
land and Mr. Cole, who belong to 
fhe team who were runners-up in 
that competition, Capt. Ewart 
Kempson, and myself. 
It is a most noteworthy and Gis 
teresting fact that every one of 
these players is an adherent of 
British Bridge in one form or an- 
other, that is to say, natural as op- 
posed to approach methods.
